with luch reverence as appettatinctl, arid cons 
fo:me themſelnes thereunto eucty 1am fn that 
which him concerncth : Pet baue We thougbt tt 
nccedaty,to make knowcnby fIzoclamatton Dur 
autyoztzing of the (ame, And to requtte ane en» 
topne all men, al'zell Eccicliaſticai! as Tempo» 
ralt, ro confozme themaſelues vinto ft, aiid ts ihe 
pzactile thirect, as the oncly publique fo: mc of

41d the rather, fo: that a!l the lear* 
niD men who were there pzeſent, aſwsll of the 
Btſhops a3 others, pzomiled thei conformity in 
rhe p2actife of it, onely making tuft to Us, that 
ſome fery might bec bozne with fo2 a time, 
Wherefoze Tre r1equite all Archbiſops, Bi- 
ſhops, and all other publique Mtniſters, af(tire!l 
Cccleliaſttcall as Clutll, to doe thelr Dricties in 
culfing the ſame to bee obeyed, a!d in puniſihnx 
the offcnders accozding to the Lawes of the 
Realme yerecofoze eſtabliſhed, foz the autho;t» 
fing of thr (afd Booke of Common 1Dzayer. And 
Care thinke ft alſo neceflary,that the (ayd Atch* 
bi:yops and BiHops , doe each cf tztm fn his 
Jenner and Dtocefle, takeozder, That encry 
Jarthh do p:ocuretothemſelues within ſnchtime 
as they ſhall thinke good to [tmft,one of the ſata 
Boctkes (o cxrplaned. And laſt of all, @aee doe 
admantih all men, that hereafter they hall noc 
expect no2 atterapt any farther alceratton t1 the 
Common and publique fozme of Gods Str» 
utcc, from this which is row eltabliHev,foz thac 
neither wil Ze giue way to any to pzeſumeztyat 
Our owne fudgement bhaning dererenficd fn a 
matter of this weighr, ſhall bee ſwayed to a'tc» 
ratton by the frfuolons ſuggeRtons of ary light 
ſp{rit: neither are ZAee fanozant of the fnconu eg» 
niences that doe ariſe fn Gonernement , by aT» 
mitting fnnonatton fn things once (ctled Dy 112» 
ture deltberaticn ; And how neceſſary it is to vſe 
conitancy inthe vpbolding of the publique detets 
minations of States, fo: that (ſuch ts the vnqu?=» 
ernelſe and vnſtcdfaſtzefſe of ſome diſpoſiticag, 
affecting euery veere new fozmes of things, as, 
ff they ſhould bee followed in thelr vnconſtancic, 
would make all actions of States rfdfculons 
and contemyvttble ; whereas the ſtedfaſ matitaj» 
ning of things by good adnice eitabliGcd, (s the 
weale of afl Common-wealths,

Here was never any thing by 
the wit of man ſo well deuz- 
ſed, or ſs ſure eſtabliſhed, 
which in contiouance of 
time hath not beehe corrup- 
ted,as (among otherthings3 
ie may plainely appeare by 
the Common prayers in the 

Church, commonly called 

Diuineſeruice, The firſt originall and ground where- 

of, if a man would fearch out by the ancient Fathers, 

he hall fin.le that the ſame was not ordained, but ot 

a gvod purpoſe, & for a great aduancement of godli- 

nes.,For they ſo ordered the marrer,'chat all the whole 

Bible (or the greateſt part thereof ) ſhould bee read 

ouer once euery yeere, intending thereby that the 

Clergie, and ſpecially fuch as were Miniſters of the 

Congregation, ſhould (by often reading and medita- 

tion of Gods word) be (tirred vp to godlinefle them- 

{elues, and be more able ro exhort others by whole- 

fome doArine, and to confaure them thar were aduer- 

farics to the truech, And further that the people by 
dayly hearing of holy Scriptureread in th? Church, 
ſhould continually prof; more and more in the 
knowledge of God, and be the more inflamed with 
the lone of his true religion, Bur theſe many yeeres 
pailed, chis godly and decent order of the ancient Fa- 
thers hath beene fo altered, broken,and negleted,by 
planting in vncertaine ſtories, legends,reſponds, ver- 
ſes, vane repetitions, commemorations,. and ſyno- 
dals, that commonly when any booke of the Bible 
was begun, befurethree or foure Chapters wereread 
out, all the reſt were varcad. And in this ſort the 
booke of Eſay was begunin Aduent, andthe booke 
of Genefis in Cemegaing : bur they were onely be- 
gun , and never read thorow. After like ſort were 0+ 
ther bookes of holy Scripture vied. And moreouer, 
whereas S, Paul would haueluch languageſpoken to 
the people in the Church, as they migh: vnderſtand, 
and haue vrofit by hearing the ſame: the ſernice in 
this Church of England (theſe many yeeres) hath 
be:ne read in Latine torhepeople, which they vnder- 
ſtand not : fo thatthey haue heard with their eares 
onely, and their heart,fpirit and minde have not been 
edined thereby. 

An\Jfurthermore, notwithſtanding that the anci- 
ent Fathers haue diuidedche Pſalmes into ſeuen por- 
tions, whereof euery one was called a Noturu: : now 
of laic time a few of them haue beene daily ſaid, and 
ofren repeated, and the reſt vtterly omitted, 

Moreouer, the number and hardnefſe of the rules 
called che Pye, & the manifold changings of the Ser- 
uice, wasthe cauſe,that tv turnethe booke onely,was 
ſo hard and intricate a mater, that many times there 
was mere buſtnefle to finde out what ſhould be read, 
then to read it whenir was found out, Thele incon- 
ueniences therfore conſidered, heere is ſet toorth ſuch 
an order whereby the farae all be redrefled, And 
for a readineſle in this matter, heere is drawen out-a 
Kalender for that purpoſe,which is plaine andeaſieto 
be vnderſtood, wherein (fo much as my be) the rea- 
ding of boly Scriptures isſo ſet foorth thatall chings 
ſ>albe done in order,without breaking one piecether- 
of from another, For this cauſe bee cut oi Antheras, 
Reſponds, Inuitatories, and ſuch like things as did 
breake the centinuall courſe of the reading of the 
Scripture. T<t, becauſe there is no remedy,bur that of 
neceſlity there mnſt be ſome rules ; therefore certaine 
rules areherc i forth, which as they be few in num- 
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ber, ſo they beeplaine andeaſice to be vaderſtood, So 
that hete you have an order for prayer as touching 
the reading et holy Scripture, much agreeable tothe: 
minde and purp 4e of the old Fathers, and a greac 
deale more profirable and commadious, then thar 
which of late was vied, It is more profitable becau'e 
here ate left out many things, whereof ſome be vn- 
true, ſome yncertaine, ſome vyaine and ſuperſtitiou;, 
and nothing is ordainedro beread, bur the very pure 
wor d of God, the holy Scriptures , or that which is e- 
uidenrly grounded ypon the ſame, and that in ſuch # 
language and order,as is moR eafie and _ for the 

vnderſtinding both of thc readers and hearers, It 1s 
alſo more commodious, both for the ſhorrnefle ther- 

of, and for the plainneſle cf the order, and for thar 

the rules be few and eaſie, Furthermore by this order 

the Curates ſhall need none other bookes for their 

publik. ſeruice, but chis booke and the Bible: by the 

meanes whereof the people ſhall not be at 'o greac 

charges for bookes, as:n times paſt they have beene, 
And where heretofore there hath bene great diuer- 
firy in ſaying and finging in Churches within this 
Realme,ſome following S.lisbury vie,ſfome Hereford 
vſ:, ſome the vie of Bangor, ſome of Yorke, and ſome 
ot Lincolne: now from hencefoorth 2ll the whole 
Rea[m: ſhall haue bur one vie, And it any will iudge 
this way mo:e painfull, becauſe that all things muſt 
be read vpon the booke, whereas before by reafon ot 
ſo often 1epetition, they could ſay many things by 
heart:ifthoſe men will weigh their labour with the 
profir and knowledge which daily they ſhall obraine 
by reading vpon the booke , they will not refule the 
paine, in conſideration of the great prohite that ſhall 
en'ue ther eof. 

Ard foralimuch as nothing can -Imoſt be ſo plain. 
ly ſet foorth , but doubts may ariſe in the vie and 
praQiſe of the ſame: to appeaſe all ſuch cigerfity (if 
any ati/e) and for the reſolucien of all doubts concer- 
ning the manner how to vnderſtand, doe, and exe- 
cute the things conteined in this booke: the parties 
that ſo doubt,or diuerfly rake any thing , (hall alway 
reſort to the Biſhop of the Dioceſle, who by his dif- 
cretion ſhall take order forjthe quieting and appea- 
ſing of the ſame, ſo that the ſame order be jnot con- 
trary to any thing conteined in this booke, And 
if the Biſhop of the Dioceſſe bee in doubt , then 
hee may ſend for the retolution thereof vnto the 
Archbiſhop. 


Hough it bee aypoynted inthe afore-written Preſace, 

that all things ſhall bee read and ſung in the Church 
in the Engliſh tengwe , to the ende that the Congregation 
may be: thereby ebifien yet it # not meant, but when 
wen ſay Morning and Ewning prayer priwatily, they 
may ſay the ſam: in any language that they thrmſelnes 
doe widerftand, 


And all Priefts and Deacons ſhall bee bound to (ay 
dayly the Morzing and Eumning prayer, either privat: - 
ly or openly , except they bee l:t by preaching , ſfutymg 
of Diuini'y , or by [foe other wrgent cauſe, 


And the Curate that mimiſtreth in ener) Pariſh Church 
ex Ch:ppH, being at home, and not being othiywiſe rea- 
ſonally lere:d , ſhall ſay the ſame in the Pariſh Church 
or Chappell where bee miniſty:th , and (ball toll a Boll - 
thereto a conmenient time before hee begin, that ſuch as 
bee diſpoſed, may core te begre Gods word, and to pray 


with him, 
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F ſuch Ceremonies as bee vſen 
in the Church, and haue had 
theic beginning by the infkitu- 
tion of man : ſome at the firlt 
were of godly intent and pur- 
poſe deuiled,® pet at length tur- 
ned to vanitie and ſuperitition: 
ſome _ _ the C_ by 

il veuotion , anv (uch a zeale a ith- 
ont legr,ee 02 becauſe they were winked at 
in the beginning,they grew vaply to moze and mo 
abuſes, which not onely foz their vup2ofitableneſle, 
but alſo becauſe thep haue much blinded the people, 
and obſcured the clozy of Gop,are wozthy to be cut 
away, and cleane reiected. Other there bee, which 
although they hane beene deniſed by man”, yet it is 
thought good toreſerue them ſtill, as well foz a de» 
cent 0:der inthe Church / foz the which they were 
ficlt deuiſed)as becauſe they pertaine to edification, 

whereinto all things yone in the Church ( as the A» 
pokkle teacheth) ought to be referred. And although 
the keeping 02 omitting of a Ceremonie in it ſelfe 
conſidered, is but a {mall thing : yet the wilfull any 
contemptuous tranſgrefſion,and bzeaking of a com- 
mon 02der and viſcipline , is no mall offence befoze 


on. : 
t all things bee done among pou, ſaith Saine 
A. in a Lek and vie o2der. The appointment 
of the which ozder pertaineth not to pzaiuate men! 
therefoze no man ought to take im Hand, noz pzeſume 
to appoint 02 alter any publike oz common ozder im 
Chziſts Church, ercept he be lawfully called and aus 
creunto. 
IG_S in this our time ,the mindes of men 
are ſo divers , that ſome thinke it a great mater of 
conſcience,to depart from a piece ofthe lealf of their 
Ceremonies, thep be ſo addicted to their old Cit- 
ftomes : and againe on the other ſive , {ome bee fo 
newfangled,that they would innouate all things,any 
ſo deſpiſe the oly,that nothing can like them but that 
is new : it was thought expedient, not fo much to 
hane reſpect how to pleaſe an ſatiſfte either of theſe 
parties,as how to pleaſe God,and profit them both, 
And yet left any man ſhould bee offended, whom goed 
reaſon might Catiſfie, herebe certain cauſes rendzcÞ 
whp fome of the accuſtomed Ceremonies bee put 
away, and ſome reteined and kept ſtill. 

Some are put away,becaule the great erceile and 
multitiuve of them hath ſo increaſed in theſe latter 
daves, that the biden of them was intolerable, 
wherof Saint Augnſtine in his time complained, that 
thep were crowen to ſuch a number, that the eſfate 
of Chziſtian people was in wozſe caſe, concerning 
that matter, then were the Jewes. And he counſel» 
led, that ſuch poke any hrerhen ſhould be taken away, 

auld (erue quietlpto Doe it, 
cs ut! what would b ne hane ſaid,ifheeHan 
ſeen the Ceremonies of late'dayes vſed among vs : 
whereunto the multituve vſed in his time was not fo 
be compared? This o'r ercelſiue multitude of Cere- 
monies was (o great , any many of them ' darke, 
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COF CEREMONIES, WHY SO 
be aboliſhed, and ſomereteined,

that thep iv moze confoimd and varken , then ve- 
clare and ſet fozth Chziſts benetits vnto vs. 

And beſives this , Chziſts Goſpel is not a Ceres 
moniall Law ( as much of Moles Law was) but 
it is a Religion to ſerue God, not in bondage of the 
figure oz ſhavow, but inthe frecdome of the Spirit, 
being content only with thvſe ceremonies, which doe 
ſerue to a decent ozder , and godly diſcipline , any 
ſuch ag = ro ſkirre vp the dull minde of/'man, 
tothe remembzance of His duety to God , by ſome 
notable and ſpeciall ſignification, whereby he might 
be edifted. 

Furthermoze, the moſl weightie cauſe of the abo- 
liſhment of certaine Ceremonies was, that they 

were (o farre abuſcy , partly by the ſuperflitioug 
blindeneſſe of the rude and vnlearned, and partly by 
the vnlatiable a-iarice of ſuch as ſought moze their 
owne lucre, then the glozp of God, that the abuſes 
could not well bee taken away, thething remaining 
ſill, But now as concerning thole perſons, which 
peradu-nture wil be offended, foz that ſome of the o!d 
Ceremonies are reteined ſtill: if they conſider that 
without ſome Ceremonies,it is not poſſible to keepe 
any oder, 02 quiet diſcipline in the Church, thep 
ſhall eaſt{p perceine juft cauſe to refozme their iudges 
ments, And if thep thinke much that any of the olo 
Doe remaine, and would rather haue all d:uiſcy 
anew : then ſuch men, grauntmg ſome Ceremonies 
conuenient to bee had , ſurely where the olve may 
bee well vſed, there they cannot reaſcnablyrepzoue 
the olde, onely foz their age, witheut bewzaping of 
their owne folly. Foz in ſuch a caſe, thep ought 
rather to hane reverence vnto them fo: their anti- 
quitie, ifthey will declare themſelues to bee moze ſtu: 
ious of vnitie and concozy,then of innouations any 
newfanglenefle, which (as much as map bee, with 
the true ſetting foozth of Chziſts religion ) is al- 
wayes to be elchewed, Furthermoze, ſuch hall hare 
no iulk cauſe with the Ceremonies rcferued to bee 
offended. Foz as thoſe bee takeu away which were 
moſt abuſed, and'vid burden menscouſciences, with» 
out any cauſe: ſo the other that remaine, are retaincy 
fo: a di _ and o2der, which ( vpon itlk cauſes) 
map bee altered and changed, and therfoze are not to 
bee eſteemed equall with Gods Law. And mozeoner, 
they bee neither darke no; dumbe Ceremonies, bit 
are ſo ſet forth, that enery man may vaderſtand wh at 
they doe meane , and to what vſe they doe ſerue. 
'So that it is not like , that they in time to come , 
' ſhould bee abuſed as other haue beene. And in thecc 
' our doings we condemne no other J2ations, no2 p:e- 


ſcribe any thingbat to our owne people onely. Foz - 


wee thinke it connenient,that c&x:ry Zountrey ſhould 
ble ſuch Ceremonies, as they ſhall thii ke bet} to the 
ſetting fozth of Govs honour and glozy, «1d to the 
'redncing of the people to amoſt perfect and crodlp lis 
tifng, without errour oz ſaperftition : And that thep 
' ould put away other things, which from time to 
time they perceiue to be moſk abuſed, as in mens #:« 
dinances it often chanceth diuerſly, in viners Coun-

Line New Teltament is appoiuted for the ſecond 
Leflons at Morning and Euexing prayer, and (hal be 
read ouer orderly every ycere thrife beſide the Epiſtles 
and Goſpels : exceptthe Reuelation, out ofthe which 
there be only certaine Leſlons appointed vpon diucrs 
proper Feaſts.

Conliderearneſtly with your ſelues,how lit- 
tle ſuch fained excuſes ſhall auaile before 
God. They that refuſed the feaſt in the Goſ- 
pel , becauſe they bad bought a Farme, or 
would trie their yokes of Oxen , or becauſe 
they were married, were not fo excuſed, bur 
counted ynyorthy of the heauenly Feaſt. 1 
tor my part am here preſent , and according 
to mine office, I bid you in the Name of 
God, I call you in Chriſts behalfe, I exhorc 
you as you loue your owne faluation , that 
yee will be purtakers of this holy Commu- 
nion. And as the Sonne of God did vouch- 
ſafe to yeeld vphis ſoule by death vpon the 
croſſe for your health: euen fo 1t is your du- 
tie to recciue the Communion together in 
the remembrance of his death , as hee him-- 
ſelfe commanded.
